SELECTMEN'S NOTE 


We respectfully submit to the citizens and taxpayers 
of Troy this annual report of the year 1978. We extend 
our sincere ‘thanks’ to all those who assisted in one way 
or another, in the operation of Town business this past 
year. 


Special thanks go to - Reg Cunningham who has done 
an especially good job as Fire Chief for severa] years. An 
outstanding job once again was done by Tax Collector 
and Treasurer, Marie Heitmann, in her every day chores, 
especially when it comes to being caretaker of all the 
trust funds — This latter part takes in a good deal of 
traveling to the associated banks. Our Constable, Mervin 
Walker, was busier than ever this past year. More time, 
each year, is put in on stray dogs. , 


Jerry Parker, our Road Commissioner, did well 
to maintain a draw plus with the weather, beavers, more 
traffic than ever competing with him. 


Many thanks also to Ken “Babe” Tozier our local 
representative to State Legislature and to Melvin “Mel” 
Shute, our state senator for all they have done to help. 


This year we have a new auditor, Douglas Tatham 
of Clinton. This gentleman has gone further than a usual 
audit. He has pointed out to us some of our “failings” 
and has given both the Selectmen and the Tax Collector 
and the Treasurer some very beneficial pointers on how to 
“Improve” our bookkeeping. Many thanks for this. 


And speaking of bookkeeping; a thing that is gett- 
ing much more complicated and getting much more 
scrutinized; we feel that we are getting closer to the day 
when all books and all records should be kept under one 
roof and in a building that will ensure comfort for the 
personnel doing the work — like warmth, water and 
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toilet facilities; and fireproof for all records. Our present 
town office won’t even hold all papers and records that 
should be stored in there (and be fireproof) to say noth- 
ing of working conditions for the personnel. 


When articles, no matter what business one might 
be in, are not properly taken care of, they have a tend- 
ency to be neglected, sometimes lost, etc. We feel the 
townspeople of Troy should take a stand of trying to 
figure out what we might do for a better municipal 
building in the future. 


We are still making it known in Augusta and else- 
where that the Town of Troy is very unhappy with the 
current Tree Growth Law. Even the Washington (D.C.) 
Post devoted over a half page on Troy and the T.G.L. 


TAXES — Anyone wishing to know more about 
Tree Growth Law should contact one of the Assessors 
before April 1, 1979. We also want to make sure this 
coming year, that all those who think they are eligible 
for elderly tax refund and are not now already receiving 
said benefits contact the Assessors this spring. 


It has been brought to our attention several times 
lately by several of our citizens that it might be wise if 
the Selectmen’s terms were for 3 years instead of one. 
This would protect the town from the chance of having 
a completely inexperienced board at any one time. Note 
there is an article in the warrant concerning this. 


And still on the bookkeeping theme, we suggest 
attendance at one of the bookkeeping schools for munici- 
pal officers to be offered later this spring. It is hoped 
that the Tax Collector - Treasurer would attend along 
with at least one of the Selectmen. 


Also, in view of what is to come in the next few 
years that some or all the Assessors attend some of the 
courses offered to them in assessing. 


Also a fine job was turned out by our Town Clerk, 
Sally Luce.

KNOW ALL MEN BY THESE PRESENTS, that I, 
BERNHARD B. COOK of TROY in the County of 
WALDO and State of MAINE, being of sound and dis- 
posing mind, memory and understanding, do hereby 
make, publish and declare this as and for my last will 
and testament, hereby revoking any and all wills by me 
at any time heretofore made. 


FIRST: I direct my executor, hereinafter named, 
to pay all my just debts, expenses of last sickness, funeral 
bills, expenses of administration and all inheritance taxes 
out of my said estate as soon as may be practicable after 
my decease. 


SECOND: I am not unmindful of my son, Algot 
Manfred Bengsson. 


THIRD: I give, devise and bequeath to the Inhabit- 
ants of the Town of Troy all real estate that I may own 
at the time of my decease including all buildings and 
trailer thereon, and located on the Northerly side of 
Route No. 9, in trust, however, for the exclusive use 
of a roadside rest area open to the general public, and it 
is my desire that green trees now or hereafter standing 
on said Real Estate shall not be cut other than the mini- 
mum necessary to carry out the above described purpose, 
and it is also my desire that no open fires be allowed on 
said premises other than in approved metal fire places 
which may be allocated by the said Inhabitants of the 
Town of Troy.

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REPORT CF THE TROY PLANNING BOARD 


Newsletter #12 Spring 1979 


Planning board activities during 1978 were high- 
lighted by a study of the town’s natural resources and 
analysis of the public opinion survey that was completed 
in January of that year. A newsletter was published in 
the spring summarizing the results of the survey. 

Drring the spring, also, the planning board was ex- 
tremely fortunate to have the assistance of a Unity Col- 
lege student, Judy Lindsey, to assist with a study of the 
town’s natural resources. Eight large maps of Troy were 
completed showing soil types, depth to bedrock. drair. 
age, elevation, water tables, and suitability maps for 
septic tanks, forage crops, and prime farmland. The Res- 
ional Planning Commission is transferring the mans to 
mylar so that they can be reproduced for persons wishing 
copies and for inclusion in an overall study of the town. 
‘The planning board is pleased to note that these services 
have been provided at no expense to the town. Conse- 
quently the board’s account has a balance of $119.16. 

- Based on data from the public opinion poll and the 
natural resource inventory the planning board is current- 
ly studying geographic and land use characteristics and 
povulation trends in the town. Other areas of study plan- 
ned include social and economic trends and transportation 
and communication patterns. It is hoped that the study 
will be completed this year. The planning board wel- 
comes public participation, ideas, and information. 

With regard to permit activity during 1978, much 
of the summer was spent dealing with a five-lot subdi- 
vision at the northeast corner of Bog and Rutland Roads. 
‘Final approval was also given to an expansion of a sub- 
division on Whitaker Road which was pending at the 
close of 1977.

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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE 
TROY FOREST AREA 


For the past two years we have concentrated our 
efforts on establishing the boundries on the eighteen 
woodlots under our management. Three other lots in the 
Forest Area, located along Carleton Stream, contain little 
marketable timber and are generally in the flood plain of 
the stream. Our efiorts to define the boundaries were 
greatly aided by the acquisition of a complete set of 1939 
aerial photographs of Troy. Erwin Piper is to be thanked 
for his effort in obtaining the photos, which are now in 
the permanent custody of the Forestry Trustees. After 
studying these photos and spending many hours walking 
the boundaries, we feel that most of the lots are now well 
defined. However, there is still work to be done on some 
boundaries. This will require spending time in Belfast at 
the registry, looking up old deeds seeking a better des- 
eription of the lot. Also, we may need to bring in a sur- 
veyor in some cases. 


During the past year we started a thinning and 
pruning program on the pine plantations. Working under 
the guidance of Bill Calderwood, State Forester, we 
completed a thinning of the G. Williston Lot. We are 
now in the process of pruning the remaining trees. We 
hope to carry out this procedure on the remaining 
plantations, the final result will be large, straight pine 
with no limbs below 17 feet. 


Along with the above mentioned projects we hope 
to develop a comprehensive cutting plan during the next 
year. This will involve dividing the lots into approxi- 
mately ten units and doing a selective cut on each unit 
periodically. Hopefully, by the time the tenth unit is 
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cut the first unit would be mature and the whole process 
could then be repeated. We will be developing this plan 
further during the year. One major benefit of this plan 
is that it should provide several thousand dollars per 
unit to be used for tax reduction. 


Any woodsmen that would be interested in cutting 
in the Forestry Area should contact one of the Trustees. 
We would hope that they would be experienced in 
selective cutting. Also we will require references from 
previous employers as well as credit ratings from at 
least two sources. We may also require a deposit to be 
held until the end of the job to insure prompt stumpage 
payments, during the contract, as well as a satisfactory 
job of cutting and cleaning up at the end of the operation. 


We feel that we represent the thinking of all the 
townspeople in that we want the Forestry Area to pro- 
vide long term income to the Town and that every effort 
should be made to insure that result.
